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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has traversed the 101 rejection for 
allegedly being non-statutory because the specification does not define "computer readable medium" as including tangible media such as 
a physical storage device. 

However, according to the paragraphs 0020 and 0021 of the specification of the instant application which is disclosed as "the system 
includes a computer 2 having a variety of external peripheral devices 4 connected thereto. The computer 2 includes a Central Processing 
Unit (CPU) 6, a main memory which is typically implemented in the form of Random Access Memory (RAM) 8, a static memory that can 
comprise a Read Only Memory (ROM) 10, and a storage device, such as a magnetic or optical disk 12. The CPU 6 communicates with 
each of these forms of memory via an internal bus 14. ..The computer 2 typically includes an operating system, which controls the 
allocation and usage of the hardware resources such as memory, central processing unit time, disk space, and peripheral devices. In 
addition to an operating system, the computer 100 may also include various other software programs designed to be executed by the CPU 
6." 

The above paragraphs do not provide explicit definition of "computer readable medium" is or the equivalent thereof. Due to the lack of 
definition, the examiner interprets the "computer readable medium" being intangible media such as signals, carrier waves, transmissions, 
optical wave as the broadest reasonable interpretation that would allow. 

Applicant also argued there would have been no motivation to combine "detecting a change between active applications running on a 
computer" with the three-dimensional menu object described in Matthews. However, Mathews teaches a panel-to-panel transitional 
animation (column 16, lines 1-15). The system provides visual notification by displaying to the viewer animation graphics during the first 
menu bar-to the second menu bar transitions. Motivation of the combination would have been to enhance the transition of the menu 
system.
